to teach receiving in a transmission a session description protocol (SDP) message interleaved with a broadcast session on a broadcast 
channel". Furthermore, Nguyen fails to teach SDP message and broadcast content do not traverse over a common link. However, the 
Examiner disagrees with the preceding assertion. Nguyen teaches the user selects a link corresponding to the media event and the 
corresponding link transmits a session description protocol (SDP) file ([0025]-[0026]) and when the handler instantiated via a URL request 
that returns the header for video/mpeg media content, data in the format of a session description protocol (SDP) is also received from the 
corresponding link ([0048]). Therefore, the SDP file and header for video/mpeg media content are transmitted in a common link. The 
rejection is maintained.
